Dear Mr. Giumarra: 


On Monday, July 10, 1967, we met in an effort to work out a method 
to settle the question of recognition and arrive at a procedure for 
writing a collective bargaining agreement, without the imposition 
of economic sanctions. You have refused to accept any method to 
resolve these questions. 


We have made the following efforts to communicate with you: We 

have sent you a letter; we have sent you a telegram; we asked the 
State Conciliation Service to use its good offices to resolve the 
questions. You agreed to meet. Now you refuse to accept any possible 
resolution of these questions. We can only assume that you met with- 
out any intention of arriving at a good faith resolution of these 
questions. 


You have five days to reconsider your position. If by July 24 you 
have not reconsidered, we will impose economic sanctions upon your 
corporation. 


Once imposed, these economic sanctions will not be removed until we 
have signed a contract. We will not remove these sanctions merely 
4n exchance for a procedure to determine recognition. We have given 
you an opportunity to adopt a recognition procedure without the im- 
position of economic sanctions. You refused. We will not allow you 
to forestall and delay the workers! efforts to self-determination. 
In other words, you will not get two bites at the same apple.
